F YOU fxre one of those good Democrats who are also good 
Americana—and most of us are—and found yourself, 


like this writer, beginning t0 be bitterly critical of the 
Roosevelt administration this past summer and fall because 
it continued to spend more money than it took in, then today 
you are feeling immeasurably better. 


The hostile press of the big cities has lambasted the 


president and the Democratic party all their years in office. 
They were the voice of Opposition rather than the voice of 
Judgment—and so they drew scant attention. 


But late this summer there began, and continued 


through the fall, a wave of criticism from the smaller cities, 
their newspapers, their business men, and their political 
leaders. The protest against governmental extravagance 
came this time from friends rather than from enemies—it 
was the voice of a judgment; and it was heeded.

WASHINGTON. — </!') - President 


Roosevelt asked congress Monday to 
liberalize the existing law to encour- 
age billinns of dollars worth of new 
housing construction in the next five 
years. 


In a message to the special session 


completed before he left for a Florida 
rest, the president asserted "a long- 
continucd lag in building is a drag on 
all industry and trade" and wns "one 
of the principal reasons why general 
business has failed to forge ahead" in 
recent months. 


Declaring that increases in hourly 


wage rates and material costs had been 
"too rapid and too great for the con- 
sumer to bear," and iiad checked pro- 
duction and buying in other industries, 
he suid lie would confer with repre- 
sentatives of industry, labor and fi- 
nancb in an effort .(o adjust such costs 
to the consumers' means. 


He proposed eight changes in the na- 


t'«n<il housing cntof J.934 to make pos- 
sible, through federal insurance of 
low-interest mortgages, the private fi- 
nancing of large numbers of housing 
units.

Growing food and feed crops is the 


first requirement of the Farm Secur- 
ity Administration. No family can be 
rehabilitated without growing these 
crops. 


The photographs arc evidence of a 


food crop grown and canned in this 
county. One of the pictures shows part 
of the canned goods of Mrs. H. A. Mc- 
Natt. There arc six in family, and 
Mrs. McNalt has canned 1038 quarts of 
fruit, vegetables and meat. This is 
typical of flO per cent of the 157 farm 
families in Hempstead county that have 
FSA loans. A total of 115,751 quarts of 
fruit, meats, and vegetables up to No- 
vember 1 have been canned by the 157 
families. This averages 152 quarts per 
person; 50,205 pounds of dried vegeta- 
bles have been saved also, and prac- 
tically every family has a large po- 
tato and sorghum patch.

CHICAGO—(/T1)—The nation's motor- 


ists have become better drivers, the 
National Safely Council concluded lo- 
day. 


H reported 31,950 persons lost their 


lives in motor vehicle accidents in the 
first 10 months of this year, compared 
with 29,560 in a corresponding period 
in 1936. But the 8 per cenl increase 
in fatalities was more than offset by a 
1) per 
cent increase 
in aulomobile 


travel, so that the death rale per 100,- 
000,000 miles was one per cenl lower 
than the previous year. 


The Council pointed lo these en- 


couraging factors: 
1. Whereas deaths increased 17 per 


cent in the firsl five monlhs of 
1937 in comparison with a similar 
period of lasl year, the increase 
during the nexl five was only Iwo 
per cenl. 


2. Sixteen states showed fewer fatal- 


ities than they did up to the end 
of Oclober in 15)36—representing a 
total saving of 365 lives. 


These states were Maine, 16 per cent; 


Nevada, 15; South Dakota, 1; Kansas, 
13; Washington, 13; Oklahoma, 10; Min- 
nesota, 8; North Dakota, 8; Arkansas, 
4; Virginia, 3; West Virginia, 3; Con- 
necticut, 3; Tennessee, 2; New Mexico, 
2; Massachusetts, 1; Georgia, 1. 


Milwaukee retained the distinction 


of having the lowest death rate of cities 
of more than 500,000 population. The 
rate per 100,000 residents was only 10.fi 
compared with a big city average of 
17.4. Now York was second in that 
class with 11.7. First and second cities 
in the other categories were:

IT TOOK old Nathan Bedford Forrest, tho uncouth genius o 


the Confederate cavalry, to sum up the essence of the scienc 
r of strategy in one iingrammatical line—"Get thar fust wit! 
the most, men." 


Acting on his own maxim, Forrest was a terror to fed 


oral generals throughout the war. And ever since then, mil- 


.^itary men have agreed that his terse slogan was all of the lav 
, and most of the prophets, as far as the art of making war if 
concerned. 


It is interesting, therefore, to see that the United States 


army is spending a geed deal of money to make sure that in 
any future war it will be able to do what General Forrest 
advised,

FEW clays ago the army's new "streamlined" infantry di- 
vision .completed important test maneuvers in Texas. 


"This division is a far cry from the cumbersome foot-slogging 
'.divisions of World War days. It has some 13,000 men, against 


the World war strength of 22,000. Instead of the World war' 
division's complement of 6700 horses and mules, it has slightly 
more than 1500 automobiles. 


To see what it could do. this motorized division pretended 


• that an invading army was established 300 miles away, near 
\-Mineral Wells, Texas. The division hopped in its trucks, got 
*'to the scene of "war" in one day, spent the next day in out- 
Maneuvering and defeating its unmotorizecl opponent, and got 
back to its base on the third day—having completed a stunt 
•utterly beyond the possibilities for any pre-gasoline age army. 


You may be sure that this demonstration will be prayer- 


. 'fully studied by army authorities, both here and abroad. It 
'^|s a broad hint that the old attributes of fluidity and Quick 
-^movement may be restored to armies—things which were 
^conspicuous by their absence in the World war. 


ND this has a meaning for civilians as well as for soldiers. 
For. there is a chance that motorized armies will make 
•:A 


ifuture wars a little less frightful and destructive, simply by 
"making them shorter and using fewer men to fight them.

The World war was colossally and unbelievably destruc- 


tive of life and treasure largely because armies moved at a 
^nail's pace. No general could hope to "git thar fust with the 
^'moat men'1 because it-jtook a weektto put his ar-my in motion, 


aricFbecaiise numbers of both sides were almost unlimited. 


Armies that depend on quick movement and mechanized 


hitting power rather than on slow-moving numbers should 
change that sort of thing. The war of attrition is the most 
costly and terrible of all wars, as we all have tragic reason to 
know. If "military science is at last finding a way to restore 
the lost art of strategy, the dreadful record of the World war 
may never be repeated. 


Aid For Wayward Youth 


STATE'S Attorney Thomas J. Courtney of Chicago cut loose 


with an interesting idea recently when he suggested that 


the nation establish special CCC camps to restore youthful 
criminals to good citizenship. 


Mr. Courtney's point is that the CCC camps, by the dis- 


cipline, good training, outdoor activity and morale-building 
routine which they offer, have already done a tremendous 
amount of good among city youngsters who might otherwise 
have slipped down into careers of crime. Extend the idea, he 
suggests, to take in delinquent youngsters, for whom now the 
law usually makes no provision at all except imprisonment 
with hardened adult criminals. It i.s his belief that the annual 
crime bill would be cut in half. 


The idea is certainly worth a good deal of study. Ob- 


viously, such camps as he suggests would have to be distinct 
from the ordinary CCC camps, whose enrolle are decent, law- 
abiding youngsters: but a special group might well be set up, 
to try to reclaim the lads who otherwise will be the holdup 
men and gangsters of tomorrow.

Election Laws 


The Democratic Central Committee of the City of* 


Hope, Arkansas, has been requested to stress certain) 
parts of the election law to the judges and clerks who are> 
to hold the Democratic City Primary on November 30,1 
19U7. All of the state election laws and instructions apply] 
to this city election just the same as if it were a county- 
wide or state-wide election; but there seems to be some, 
misunderstanding about the qualifications of voters and 
other matters, and so the Democratic Central Committee 
of the City of Hope mentions the following matter, to-wit: 


1. The City election to be held in Hope on November 


:?(). 1037, is a regular primary election, and all the election ]j 
laws and rules governing the primary election apply to 
this election. 


2. Before any person is eligible to vote in this elcc- 


tion, the judges and clerks must (V either find his name 
on the printed list of qualified persons holding 1936 pollj 
tax; or (2), if his name is not on the said list, then he must I 
exhibit to the judges and clerks at the election a 15)36 poll \ 
tax receipt, showing the same to have been paid on ori| 
before June 15, 1937. A person holding u poll tax receipt 
paid after June 15, 1937, is not eligible to vote in this 
election. So the first thing the judges and clerks .should do 
when any person, male or female, offers to vote is to see 
if such person is listed in the book of qualified electors 
provided for the judges and clerks at the election. If such 
person is not listed, then the poll tax must be demanded 
and shown, or affidavit of maiden voter must be made. 
To constitute a maiden voter, the person seeking to vote 
must prove that such person has become twenty-one years 
of age since April 10, 1936, regardless of sex, the age i.s 
twenty-oiu' years for maiden voters. 


Any person not listed in the list of qualified voters for 


the ward in which such person seeks to vote must produce 
poll tax receipt or prove to be a maiden voter, and in ad-, 
dition must prove that such person has resided in I ho 
Stale for one year, in the county for six months, uiul in tho 
ward for thirty days immediately preceding the election. 


The law imposes the duty on the judges and clerks at 


the election to see that only legal and qualified votes are 
cast. No person can vote at the election who does not 
uppeai1 in person at the election box and actually cast the 
vote. 


Tlu; law prohibits the soliciting of ballots or the 


handing out of cards or otherwise being present within 
threo hundred feet of the polls for the purpose of influenc- 
ing voters. 


Tho polls open ut 8 A. M- and close at 6:30 P. M. No 


box will be opened until the jiolls close at 6:30; and under 
no circumstances will the judges and clerks start the 
counting of ballots in any way until the polls are closed at 
6:30"P. M.

Radio Broadcasts 


Says the Monroe Doctrine 


Being Undermined by 


Broadcasts

WASHINGTON—The news that Bra- 


iSl has Joined the growing list of Latin 
American dictatorships has brought 
home to official Washington generally 
a fact that has long harassed the state 
detjartment's inner circle, namely: 


Radio waves are constantly under- 


rnining 
the 
Monroe 
Doctrine—our 


time-'honored barrier against European 
political systems. 


(In case you've forgotten, Presidenl 


Monroe told European nations 
1M 


years ago that we would keep hands 
off Europe, and expected, in return 
that they would keep their colonizers 
and their political systems out of the 
•western hemisphere). 


But here is what has been happen- 


ing: 


1. European radio stations—especial- 


ly German, Italian" and Russian—have 
been broadcasting news and entartain- 
ment programs to Latin Americans in 
their own languages for several years. 
2. These broadcasts naturally rfelect 
-fascist and communistic systems in a 
highly favorable light and constantly 
Use labels and terms that go with those 
systems. 


3. Some South American newspa- 


pers pick up this information daily 
and re-distribute it in printed form. 


All of this means that the Monroe 


Doctrine is daily suffering 
erosion 


from Europe, and yet the Doctrine is 
not being violated. Any nation may 
broadcast information and entertain- 
ment.. 


"' 
Question of Terms 


MeanwhiSa, South Americans 
are 


growing more and more familiar with 
fascist and communist ideas and la- 
bels, such as "the corporative state," 
"centralized control." "economic ex- 
pansion for the state," and the like. 


One unofficial authority in Wash- 


ington, who is in a position to analyze 
first-hand reports from South Amer- 
ica, puts it like this: 


"The fact is that the South American 


nations commonly labelled fascist are 
not fascist in the Italian sense; nor is 
the Latin American group that bears 
the communistic in the Russian sense. 
South American dictatorship now are 
what they always 
were—minority 


groups or strong-arm leaders controll- 
ing nations with the aid of armies." 


Here's where the rub comes: 
United States officials—and many 


business men, for that matter—fear 
that the constant use of the political 
language and labels oi Europe ulti- 
mately may lead South American na- 
tions and the world at large to believe 
communism and fascism of the Euro- 
pean variety actually have taken root 
right at our own doorstep. 


If that should occur, then these tick- 


lish questions would have to be an- 
swered: 


Ties Still Strong 


Would European fascist and com- 


munist nations be able to gain an 
economic perch in South America at 
the expense of the great democracies? 
And, more important, would such a 
movement finally force the United 
States either to defend the Monroe 
Doctrine or cease to consider it as a 
matter of foreign policy? 


"Only the future can tell, but for the 
time being it can be said on reliable 
authority that the economic ties be- 
tween the United States and South 
America are holding fast. Brazil, the 
latest South American nation that has 
reverted to dictatorship, has taken 
great pains to assure the United States 
that it has not gone fascist, contradic- 
tory as that may seem. 


'Likewise, Argentina's President Au- 


gustin P. Justo reminded the "fascists" 
of his country recently that its natural 
economic ties were with two powerful 
democracies, Great Britain and the 
United States. 


As for the wide gulf of language and 


culture that separates the United States 
from South America, a beginning has 
been made.
